The Befiegers are 
working at prefent upon 3 other Batteries, of which 
one is quite finifh’d within 6 Paces of the Cover'd- 
Way, which ‘tis ramour'd the Garrifon have aban- 

don'd. Whether they have or not, Prince Eugene 
will caufe Troops to make Lodgments upon it forth- 
with : And affoon as the other Batteries are perfecd- 
ed, the Befieged will be ply’d hard, and their Nam-

Attacks. The Garrifon have already fir'd into the: 


City 5 or 600 red-hot Cannon-balls, which have 
kill’d only 2 Perfons, and done fome Damagetoa 
few Honufes, and tothe Cathedral Church. The 
heavy Cannon brought from Turin to Pavia, is to 
be brought hither, to be employ’d in attacking the 
Caftle, which we are in hopes will be reduc’d by the 
End of this Month.

Vienna, Feb. 16. General Count Guido Starem-
